The fighting airman’s race for high- 
er levels is a logical result of the ad- 
vantage that is now gained unques- 
tionably by an air position above an 
adversary. The time was when the

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of aerial acrobatics that pow put to 
shame the performances of the natives 
of the upper ether. Superior height now 
means the distinct advantage of all the 
| speed that gravitation can lend té high 
powered motors plus the benefit of di- 
rection and facilities of aim. In the 
air these days the man on top is the 
better man. Germans, in thelr effort 
to overcome the numerical superiority 
of the allies in the air; were first to 
carry flights to the dizzy heights where 
they are now conducted. With light 
and powerful climbing machines, 
equipped with remarkable long range in- 
struments of observations, German 
fliers, endeavoring to supply vision to 
their blinded guns. directed air dashes 
over allied lines at heights ranging from 
20,000 to 23,000 feet, where quick obser- 
vations might be snatched and carried 
back to the German lines before the 
lower flying and slower climbing Brit- 
ish fighting planes could rise to attack. 


FIVE MILES ABOVE EARTH. 

Now the patrol of higher levels is one 
of the most important features of air 
duty, and day by day air battles on 
the western front are being staged fur- 
ther and further away from the war 
scarred surface of mother earth. At 
any time airmen may be fighting at five 
miles above ground and even higher. 

The present trend of air fighting, more 
than anything else, revolves around bat- 
tles between flying contestants. At 
} present the ingenuity of both the Ger- 
mans’ and the allies’ camps is being 
taxed to the utmost to create mechan- 
ical contrivances which will give the 
airman so equipped the necessary ad- 
vantage over his adversary. Of neces- 
sity, these mechanical advantages are 
short lived, because the capture of one 
of the newly equipped planes gives the 
secret away to its captor, who imme- 
diately copies the new development or 
improves it to his own greater advan- 
tage. 

IMPROVEMENTS BY GERMANS. 

I am not at liberty to disclose in what 
direction the allied airmen are seeking 
all the mechanical advantages in con- 
struction and operation of their planes, 
put I doubt if the censor would resent 
a point of this story beipg proved from 
similar incidents in the progress of the 
German development of fighting and ob- 
serving planes. From time to time these 
German innovations have been captured 
and the Germans know that allied flyers 
would not be so unwise as to discard 
advantages which the Germans have 
proved. : 

Endurance, both physical and mechan- 
ical, for filers and planes that ply the 
higher levels have mothered inven- 
tions to make it easier for the airman 
and his plane to stand the increased ar- 
dors of high flying.

In view of reports of peace negotiations, 
the statement was listened to with arent 
interest. 

He sought to prove that any peace 
which it was possible to conclude at this 
present juncture must humiliate Russla

Russia’s cost and then expressed con- 
fidence that the entente allies would re- 
ject it. He warned Russia, however, 
that she must create a strong power, 
otherwise fhe nation would inevitably 
suffer when peace was negotiated. 


LVOFF CAUSED REVOLT. ~*~

the trouble upon Valdimir Lvoff, the

Adopted Korniloff Measures. 

A statement issued by the. embassy 
Says: 

“The plans ad ed by Gen. Korn- 
floff were under consideration and most 
of them had been adopted by the pro- 
vislonal government on the morning of 
Sept. 8, and three remaining measures 
were adopted, but had not been put 
The measures were 
these: The enforcement of the death 
penalty in the rear of the army, the 
widening of the territory to be consid- 


’ ered as the theater of war, so as to en- 
Force military law, and the enforcement 


of martial law in Petrograd. 

On the morning of Sept 8 it was de- 
cided by the provisional government to 
adopt these measures but that evening 
Vladimir LVoff from Gen. Korn- 
floff with a flat demand that dictator- 
ship be vested in him..

HE office of information of the 
United States department of agrt- 
culture has just sent out preprints 
of what it8 meat specialists say 

about two sorts of meat waste. One of 
these is a serious waste in “ hanging 
tenderloin “ or a piece of lean, fibrous 
meat weighing from one to one and one- 
half pounds and useful for stews, ham- 
burger, or sausage.” * 

The directions are given presumably 
for the butcher, but unless the consumer 
knows of these, pieces which are so often 
wasted he will not call for them, any 
more than he will call for lamd's pluck, 
which is the subject of the other bit of 
information. I have heard of a section 
where lamb’s pluck is sold, but have 
never found one, yet one of the nicest 


to make was lamb's pluck, boiled, 
chopped as fine as possible, warmed up 
in butter and a bit of pepper. 

In reference to selling lambs on a 
pluckout basis, it is said that where 
lambs are sold with the pluck, or heart, 
liver, lungs, and windpipe left in. the 


price for the pluck, which weighs from 
two to four pounds and costs perhaps 
75 cents, though it often spoils and is 
a total loss to him. Of course, we pay 
the retailer. 

I have an idea that our retailers do 
not have to buy the pluck, but perhaps 
some of them do. Certainly if they do, 
and hide the fact from us, they should 
be censured and perhaps we ought to 
do our part by asking frequently for it. 

The final statement in the article on 
the hanging tender is: “* Kidney fat 
should be removed at the slaughtering 
establishment after the carcasses are 
cool, in order that the full value of the 
edible fat may be obtained.” The 
“hanging tender’ should also be re- 
moved thus promptly so as to be avail- 
able for people who purchase the cheap- 
er grades.

PREPARING THE MANURE 
FOR THE MUSHROOM BED. 
_ (Continued from yesterday.) 
Whether for commercial or home grow- 
ing, the cultural methods are essentially 
alike. It is merely a question of propor- 
tions and equipment. 
The first step is to determine the exact 


mushroom bed. It may occupy merely 
a section of the basement floor, in a 
dark corner, or it may be built in tiers 
of two or more, like the beds of a steam- 
er cabin. Whatever the location, it must 
be such that an even temperature may 
be maintained between 53 and 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit, preferably 55 to 58, with pro- 
vision for ventilation through a window 
or other means. 

Sufficient fresh horse manure should 


inches deep, when firmed down, as large 
as desired. It should contain a moderate 
proportion of straw used for stable bed- 
ding. Wood shavings and sawdust 
should be avoided. 

This manure is placed in outdoor piles, 
about three feet high, well packed with 
the manure fonk and sheltered from rain. 
It should be moist, but not soggy. If 
necessary, lukewarm water may be ap- 
\plied with a sprinkling can. | 

A pointed dairy thermometer, which 
admits of being stuck into the manure 
piles, will be useful in taking tempera- 
ture readings during the period of fer- 
mentation. Within a few days the piles 
will register 120 to 140 degrees Fahren- 
heit. They are then forked over to mix 
the outer manure with the inner. At in- 
tervals of three to five days the turning 
and mixing of each pile is repeated, 
sprinkling with more water if necessary 
to maintain the same degree of moisture 
throughout. Always pack well after 
turning. 7 7 

In eighteen to twenty days fermenta- 
tion will begin to subside as shown by 
the thermometer, and the temperature 
to drop. The manure will then be ready 
for the preparation of the beds.

Sanitary district trustees on Thurs- 
day will act on a rec endation that 
the district’s rates for municipal elec- 
trie street lighting be cut 25 per cent. 

If the recommendation is acted upon 
favorably, and the district engineers be- 
lieve it will be, it will mean a saving of 
approximately $58,500 a year to Chi- 
cago, that amount being 25 per cent of 
$234,000, which was the city’s electric 
street lighting bill for 1916 for current 


‘supplied by the district. 


Then, as now, the sanitary district 
supplied the city with the great bulk 
of its street lighting. At the present 
time the Commpnwealth-Edison com- 
pany furnishes current for only 1,300 of 
the city’s street lamps. The neighbor-

Efforts of the police to capture Arthur 
Eugenes, a Negro, alleged slayer of Rus- 
sell Dale, were redoubled yesterday as a 
result of the testimony submitted at the 
coroner’s inquest. 

Police of other cities have been given 
a description of Eugenes and have been 
asked to be on the lookout for him. 

Mr. Dale, who was a widely known 


business man and a member of the Chi- 


cago Automobile, Flossmoor, Ridge, and 
the Detroit Athletic clubs, was shot down 
in the Marmon automobile garage at 
2241 Michigan avenue last Friday night. 
He died on Saturday at Wesley hos- 
pital. He lived at 10620 South Seeley 
avenue, was manager of the Tungsten 
Valve company, and general sales man- 
ager of the Rich Tool company. 

According to the story told the coroner 
by Ollie A. Holman, manager of the 
Marmon garage, Dale stopped at the ga- 
rage and asked for a chauffeur to drive 
him home. He stepped out of the office 
into the garage and spoke to Eugenes, 
who was washing a car. 

“ Say, nigger, do you want to drive me 
home?” said Dale, whereupon the Ne- 
gro, with an oath, pulled his gun and 
shot. The bullet went wide and Lewis 
Aroe, 1457 Hudson avenue, stepped up to 
Dale and asked him to go back into the 
office. After a short talk with Holman 
and Aroe, Dale went back to where 
Eugenes stood. 

“TI meant no insult,” explained Dale 
to the Negro. I have had a colored 
boy with me for twenty-five years and 
I often call him nigger.” 

The Negro was in sulky humor and 
without waiting for Dale’s explanation 
shoved his gun against Dale’s stomach 
and fired. This is according to Hol- 
man’s testimony.

Burmeister, coroner's physician, of 
Chicago, and Dr. Otto Schultze, med- 
ical assistant to the district attorney 
of New York, both insisted Mrs. 
King was murdered. — 


Mrs. Melvin at Means’ Side. 

The demand for the immediate impris< 
onment of Means was made by Attorney, 
General James R. Manning, who occue 
pied a place with the attorneys for the 
prosecution, led by Hayden Clement, 
prosecuting attorney of this district. 

“I feel,” he said, “that the state of 

North Carolina has made a clear case’ 
against Gaston B. Means, and he should 
be remanded to jail without bail.” 
This came when the state suddenly 
rested its case, and the defense, repre- 
sented by eight lawyers, obtained a con- 
until tomorrow morning. 
Throughout the proceedings Mrs. Mary 
Melvin, sister of Mrs, King, sat beside 
Means. They conversed animatedly 
from time to time, their talk seeming te 
hinge about items of evidence.

WORLD’S WHEAT 
CROP INCREASES 
3.3 PER CENT 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 24:—The 
world’s wheat crop this year for the prin- 
cipal countries which have reported, in- 
cluding the United States, is 1,665,489,000 
bushels, an fncrease of 3.3 per cent over 
1916, according to reports from the In- 
ternational Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome, made public today by the depart- 
ment of agriculture.
